The former syatem of acsigning “llitery reserves to an Equlp- 
ment Issuing Center (Vyzbrojni stenice},4.e, the sustering 
stetion in case of modilization, was avolishec. In the future, 
apparently. in case of mobllization. the newly created OVY «6 
will provide means of transport:tion and determine the desti- 
netion of various proups accorcins to their uilisary categorics. 


All military reserves have to report every carnge of resicence 
lasting longer than seven days to the Local s.tionel Comal ic tee 
(Mistni narodni vybor) ani in ease of officers to the OVV aa 
well. This period was shortened only secenti; from six weeks 
to seven days. The enclosed instructions deaiin;,; with the ob. 
ligations te renort show the eanhasis put on the matter. 


Attashnent: Reporting obligation for Czechosiovak Reserve 
officers, 
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9. Every reserve officer hes to report personelly to the MNV 
where he is registered within five days: 


properly documented change of surnene, name, Coanuntst Party 
memberehip, other political party or Czech Youth Orgeniza~ 
tlon membership, eaquirement of higher degree of generol, 
special or politicr.l education, knowledge of foreign languc fes, 
emily status, wife's name and date of birth, birth of | 
children; 


change of place or Kind of employment in written form. The 
etatement: must contsin the position in the new employment, 
the exact address cof the firm, office or institution, its 
telephone number and the king of employment. 


10. Any serious injuries or illnesses which disable: the reserve 
officer must be reported in written form to the OVY which 
Starte an investigation in order to determine whether or not 
to leave him on the military resister. The written Statement 
must contain where and when the injury occured or the illness 
started, under whet clreumatences, the degree of injury or 
illness auc whet Consequences it had or for hos ions it is 
expected to last. 


ll. Every reserve officer who is required to report to the OVV or 
MNV should always brin; along hie Militery Identity Book and 
his Identity Card (obcansky prukaz). If he is «a member of 
the Communist Party or a candidate, a member of another polite 
{cal party or Czech Youth Organization, the nenbership ecard 
Should be brought along as well. In the summons he might be 
asked to produce other documents,for instance,about his en- 
ployment, education, ets. 


12. If a reserve officer 46 meking a written statement to the Cv 
or MNV he should state in it, apart from the recuired facts, 
hia name, surnanue, date of birth, militery rank and address. 


130 <A reserve officer can hand in his Militery Ydentity Bool. only 
in these instances: 


to the headquarters of a unit in which he starts act‘ve ser- 
vice (for « perioa of military training,etc.) imnediately 
upon his arrival; 


to the officials of OVV, District VV, MVV or to the top ofG 
ficlale of reporting department at MNV, if they ask for it. 


14. aA Military identity Book can be inspected by: 


officials of ail the militery offices (vojenska veliteletvi ) 
or top officials of reporting departments at the H:V: 


chief or security and cadre officials of a rirn, oivice or 
institution where the reserve officer 1s employed, investi- 
gating court officer and police organs. 


15- No one other than the above-mentioned persons has eny” > 
right to teke 1% away or to look inte it 
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Every reserve officer who is tesued a Military Identity Book 
is obliged to become familiar with the reporting instruotions 
it contains and to comply with them exactly. 


A loss of a Military Identity Book should be reported by a 
recerve officer personally without delay to the CO of the OVV. 
If a Military Identity Book is misused or damapyed through a 
holder's fault, he may be punished according to the administra- 
tive venal code (trestni zakon spravni) if it is not punishable 
by a penal codes © 


If a reserve officer does not fully comply with the reporting 
obligetions he can be punished according to administrative pe= 
nal code if it does not involve the application of penal code.
